The Prince and India. 


To-day the Prince of Wales will leave 
Portsmouth on H.M.S. Renown en route 
for India, where the most formidable task 
of al] his wander-years awaits him. By his 
visit to the Dependency His Royal High- 
ness will complete his circle of the Empire. 
He has visited Canada, Australia, and New 
Zealand, and wherever he has gone the 
British flag has flown more proudly for 
his presence. Canadian cowboys and the 
“ diggers’ of Queensland: have received 
him with loyal affection as the greatest 
ambassador of their people. The task which 
the Prince performed with such remarkable 


"success in the Dominions may not have 


been easy ; but he had two things in his 
favour. He was a Briton moving among, 
men of British stock, and he was a demo- 
crat, albeit a Royal democrat, in lands 
where democracy is almost a fetish. In 
India he will be faced with a totally 
different problem. He will be dealing 
with people who belong to races.that were 
old when Alexander the Great held Court 
at Taxila. He will find himself in the 
midst of warring sects and age-old feuds, 
and will journey in a land where the 
democracy of white civilisation is unknown. 
Unfortunately, the son of the King- 
Emperor is visiting India at a moment 
when political and religious feelings are 
running very high. He is going with the 
full approval of the Viceroy and his ad- 
visers ; therefore, we need not. fear that 


| any ‘personal risk will attend his visit. | 


Nevertheless, loyal Britons will follow his 
progress with a certain amount of anxiety, 
and the whole Empire will wish him God- 
speed in his difficult enterprise. ~ ' 

Reference to India was made in both 
Houses of Parliament yesterday, and there 
seems to be no doubt that the sithc.tion 
is far from satisfactory. Lord Sydenham, 
in the Upper House, declared that it was 
becoming more menacing every day, and 
protested strongly against the withdrawal 
of the prosecution which the Indian 
Government had instituted against the 
notorious agitator, Mr. Gandhi. The 
Marquis Curzon deprecated discussion of 
such a delicate matter on the eve of the 
Prince's departure, and most people will 
agree with him. The Ear] of Reading has 
been given a free hand in India, and is 
entitled to expect the whole-hearted con- 
fidesice .nd support of the British people. 
He is on the spot and in a better position 
to judge the exigencies of the situation 
than anyone in the home country. He is 
in the throes of an enormous ‘task—the 
saving of India for the Empire—and ill- 
considered criticism could not fail 
prejudice his chances of success, Never- 
theless, Mr. Montagu’s short statement in 
the House of Commons was not very hope- 
ful. He admitted that the Moplahs 
were still on the war-path and were en- 
gaged as busily as ever in the forcible 
conversion of Hindoos to their creed. He 
also suggested that no improvement can 
be expected for some time to come, and 
that stern measures must be taken to 
bring the rebels to their senses. Reports 
from the Madras Presidency indicate 
that the Moplah rising is increasing 
in ferocity. Murder seems to be one 


to 


they seem to be proof against the ordinary 
methods of civilised authority. 

The pacification of the Moplahs, how- 
Never, will find no place in the Princes 
programme. Their outburst is not so 
much against the British Raj as against 
their non-subscribing fellow-countrymen. 
The Prince of Wales will be required to 
use his talents in another direction. India 
to-day is overrun with half-educated 
agitators who resent the British connec- 
tion, largely because British rule is honest 
and does not lend itself sufficiently to 
corruption to -suit their tastes. Some of 
them may be lofty idealists, but they are 
chiefly arrant rogues; and, if they suc- 
ceeded in gaining control of the country, 
India would be a shambles within a 
month. Their principal weapon is the 
boycott, and the non-co-operative move- 
ment has grown apace within the past 
year. Everything British is taboo, whether 
it be a university or a tin of boot polish, 
and much confusion has been caused by the 


ful mainly because, since Mr. Gandhi, 
their chief, is a Mahatma, the super- 
stitious natives have feared to disobey his 
commands. If the natives fear a Mahatma. 
however, they regard a King with even 
greater awe. The presence among them 
of the Heir to Britain's throne will do 
much to counteract the mischief that is 
being wrought by Mr. Gandhi. The 
pomp and circumstance of royalty will 
appeal to the Indian as it could appeal 
to no other race on earth, and the Prince 
of Wales may be trusted to do his duty to 
his Royal father and to the millions of 
Britons whose cause he represents. 


Puzzled Consumers. 


' In Dublin the cost of living shows a 
tendency to fall, but some hidden power 
prevents it from taking a bold plunge 
towards the “normal ’’ ‘level. The house- 
wife complains that, while the price of 
some commodities has shed a penny or two, 
the cost of others has increased, and that 
to-day her expenses are virtually the same 
as they were a month ago. Who is to 
blame? The farmer declares that he is 
guiltless, and the official market quota- 
tions justify his plea. The wholesale 
merchant says that his conscience is clear 
and that no charge of “ profiteering ” can 
be made against him. He, too, can quote 
market reports in his defence. The re- 
tailer remains. Is he making an upreason- 
able margin of profit on the sale of the 
nécessaries of life? A wholesale merchant 
who was interviewed yesterday placed all 
the blame upon the retailer's shoulders. 
He said that his own profits had been re- 
stricted to a modest figure, but that some 
of his customers were not content with AA 
profit. of Jess than one hundred per cent. 
On the other hand, a retailer declarea 
that he could scarcely make ends meet. 
and that it was impossible to reduce prices 
further without running the risk of bank- 
ruptcy. Thus there is a direct conflict of 
evidence. In Belfast the situation is 
virtually the same as in Dublin. The con- 
ditions in these two cities form a strong 
contrast to those which prevail in centres 
of equal importance in England and 
Scotland, where the cost of living has 
fallen steadily during the last year. It is 
clear that somebody is “ profiteering,”’ and 
only strong and united action by the con- 
sumers can eradicate the practice. 


Betting Losses. 


The House of Lords has “ flabbergasted '' 
the bookmakers by its decision that money 
paid by cheque in respect of betting 
transactions is legally recoverable by tha 
loser. If the decision stands, the big 
bookmakers must find some new way of 
conducting their business ; for the existing 
system of turf wagering will go by the 
board. In practice a high sense of 
honour prevails between respectable book- 
makers and their clients, and very few 
losers “ plead the Gaming Acts.” Under 
the Lords’ decision, however, all sense of 
security—an essential in every business— 
must vanish. Moreover, as an immediate 
result of the decision, executors are not 
merely entitled, but, perhaps, bound by 
their very strict obligations, to claim the 
recovery of betting losses for the benefit of 
the estates of deceased persons. Clearly, 
from the bookmakers’ point of view the 
new situation is impossible. Ajready many 
ways out of the difficulty are being can- 
vassed. One is a general substitution of 
the pari-mutuel for the present system. 
Another is that bookmakers and clients 
shall release one another from all past 
liabilities by deed and shall corduct future 
transactions through a sort of clearing- 
house. It is suggested also that open 
cheques to “ bearer’’ do not come under 
the terms of their lordships’ judgment. 
Until a solution is found which will satisfy 
the law the liability of bookmakers for the 
return of cheque-paid betting losses seems 
to.be curtailed only by the Statute of Limi- 
tations. 


Women and Law. 


We congratulate Miss Frances Kyle who, 
after a distinguished career at Dublin 
University, has won the Joha Brooke 
Scholarship at the King’s Inns. . She is 
the first woman who has achieved this 
honour, and she has achieved it at a very 
critical and confusing time in the history 
of the Irish Bar.

We print to-day the second part of 
“Solicitor’s ’ article on the prospects of 
the legal profession in Ireland. His 
criticisms and proposals seem to us to be 
both sound and important; but, though 
he has touched on many subjects, he -is 
silent on the possibility which Miss Kyle's 
victory suggests—namely, a women’s in- 
vasion of the law. . We are. a liberal- 
minded people, as our universities have 
shown, and a large accession of women to 
the law would be quite consistent with the 
adventurous spirit of the age. “ Solicitor ”’ 
believes that, soomer or later, the two 
branches of the profession will be amal- 
gamated. The arrival of women as Lar- 
risters and attorneys is likely to hasten 
the change. 


The Calendar. 


When the world’s foremost astronomers 
meet in Rome next year they will diseuss 
the reformation of the calendar. It has 
been suggested that the months shall 
be made more uniform and that February 
shall be robbed of its leap year extension. 
The main scheme, apparently, is to give 


eleven of the months thirty days apiece 


and to make December drag its weary 
length for five days longer. It is difficult 
to see what benefit this change would confer 
upon mankind, At present the five days 
which elapse between Christmas and the 
New Year are regarded as holidays by the 
vast majority of the working classes, and 
trade comes to a virtual stand-still. If 
the period were extended to ten days, it 
would have a most unsettling effect. There 
is more to be said in favour of the pro- 
posal that the intercalary day in leap year 
shall be tacked om to the end of December. 
It would give the workers a two-days’ holi- 
day in every fourth year. A third proposal 
is that the movable ecclesiastical feasts 
shall be fixed ; but this is a matter for the 
authorities of the various Churches.

QUICKER AND CHEAPER LAW. 


(BY “ SOLICITOR.”) 


An argument, often, used, in Ireland, that 
the Bench is too highly paid, ie, in my view, 
a fallacy. The emoluments ought to be such 
as to attract the best brains at the Bar. 
Further, if you want to keep a young, brilliant, 
and ambitious lawyer from trying his chances 
in London, you must give to the plums of the 
profession a flavour comparable with that on 
the other side of the Channel. That is not all: 
a Supreme Judge must have prestige. His 
prestige will, of course. partly depend upon him- 
self—upon his legal acumen, his general erudi- 
tion, and, above all, his on oe 
will partly depend upon something ¢ise-—-to WH, 
his quciel tation. This ought to be of the 
Lest: he should have the little elegancies which 
refine the mind and lift him up in the estima- 
tion of his neighbours. He i, necessarily, 
more or less: aloof from the community; thet 
aloofness should not be that of a cottage 
hermit, but of a persOmage, and its setting 
should conduce to repose, contemplation, and 
dignity. It is because Great Britain has fur- 
nished its judges with these things that they 
have a prestige and a seputation which are 
found no where else. 

I. therefore, eliminate from my scheme of re- 
form the cutting down of salaries or the in- 
the judicial numbers. 
Bearing in mind that the two things necessary 
are, firet and chiefly, the acceleration of legal 
business, and, second, the cheapening thereof, 
what is the best method to achieve these 
results? The great need, im my opinion, is for 
(1) decentralisation of our courts, and (2) ex- 
tension of jurisdiction of inferior courts. The 
former chiefly aims at expedition; the latter 
at a diminution of cost, though it must. not be 
forgotten that law will aiwiys be ar expensire 
business, more or less. : 

(1) There should be a Court of Appeal in 
Dublin, having jurisdiction, by way of appeal, 
on questions of law only, from the district 
courts, hereinafter suggested, and such genera) 
criminal superintendence in criminal matters as 
is now exercised by the King’s Bench Division. 

(2) Establish an efficient and reasonably well- 
paid lawyer magistracy, abolishing the farce of 
unpaid justices. This: magistracy should have 
(a) the jurisdiction exercised at present by the 
unpaid. magistrates; (b) civil jurisdiction in 
cases up to, say, £25, but not in cases relating 
to the title to land; and (c) possibly also the 
criminal jurisdiction at present exercised at 
quarter sessions. There should be no appeal, 
except on questions of law, from .(b); there 
should be an appeal to the district judge in 
certain limitd matters, licensing and so on. 

(3) Scrap the County Courts altogether. 
Substitute a number of district judges, with 
a salary in or about that paid at present to 
our puisne judges, the district court to have all 
the jurisdiction, within ite district, at present 


exercised by the High Court and County Court,. 


An 
appeal should lie from the district courts to 
the Court of Appeal in Dublin on questions of 
law only. The district court should vary its 
sittings from town to town, as convenience

(6) Judgment in default of appearance should 
be marked in the office in every case, irrespec- 
tive of amount. 

(7) Amalgamate all

What of the amaigamation of the two 
branches of the legal profession? This is a 
very moot point, and the arguments on ore side 
and the other have weight. I think I am 
familiar with most of these arguments; but, 
speaking from the public poin: of view, I see 
no answer to those wh® favour amalgamation. 
My forty years’ experience convinces me that 
it would’greatly cheapen and quicken litigation. 
Certainly my opinion is that in three years 
after the time when an Irish Government is 
established ‘there will be omly one branch of 
the profession. j

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'' DAZZLE '' LIGHTS PROBLEM.

BELFAST’S LOYAL 
MESSAGE. -

Reference to the Prince of Wales's departure 
to-day for India was made yesterday in the 
House of Lords, when questions were asked in 
reference to the situation in India, ; 

The Prince will travel from London by special 
train, and on his arriva] at Portsmouth at 
2.40 p.m., will go at once on board the Renown, 
which leaves the harbour at 3.50 p.m. 

The Lord Mayor of Belfast, Sir William 
Coates, yesterday sent the following telegram 
to the Prince:— 

‘On the eve of Your Royal Highness’s de- 
parture for India, the citizens of Belfast desire 
to unite with other subjects of the King in 
wishing you God-speed,on your tour and safe 
return to England. May your progress be full 
of deep interest, and sincere pleasure, and may 
your mission result in strengthening the bonds 
of friendship and loyalty between the people 
of India and the Mother Country.” 

The following reply, dated from Buckingham 
Palace, was received from the Prince :— 

' My sincere thanks to the citizens of Belfast 
for good wishes embodied in your telegram cf 
to-day.”’ 


HARBINGER OF PEACE.

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HOUSE OF LORDS TRIBUTE 
TO THE PRINCE. 


It is steadily growing more menacing,’ de- 
clared Lord Sydenham in the House of Lords

He, therefore, communicated with Lord Syden- 
ham, and asked him to postpone his question, 
but Lord Sydenham had ignored his request. It 
was almost unprecedented for a request from 
the leader of the House to be ignored in that 
way, especially when he stated the reasons for 
the request. : 

The reasons were two in number. The 
Government were in daily, almost hourly, com- 
munication with the Viceroy on matters of the 
utmost importance with administration, and 
the state of those communications rendered any 
definite pronouncement on the matter prema- 
ture and impossible: 

The second reason was that the Prince of 
Wa was about to start on a journey to India, 

he should greatly. deplore if anything was 
said, even by accident, that might mar the 
harmony of his departure. 
HOPES IN THE PRINCE. 

The Prince was leaving England amid high 
eypectations and hopes. Wherever he had gone 
hitherto he had been the herald of good under- 
standing and good-will, and the harbinger of 
peace. His character and personality were cal- 
culated to make a deep impression on the 
Princes and the masses of India. 

Do let them all combine to start the tour 
an atmosphere, in which there would not be 
single jarring note.

IGNORANCE AND ART.

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“The future of our art is in the hands of 
our younger men, ' said Mr. J. J. Robinson, 
President of the Architectural Association of 
Ireland, in his inaugural address at the 
25th session of the Association, held in Dublin 
last night. 

He was sorry to have to say it, but the 
ignorance of the Irish public im regard to 
matters of art was positively ebyssmal. Being 
ignorant, they were supine, and did not seem 
to have appreciation of good art or good 
architecture, regarding an architect as a sort 
of expensive lunatic who really ought to be 
prevented at all costs from beautifying their 
cities and towns. During the Renaissance in 
England a knowledge of architecture was an 
integral part of the education of a gentleman, 
and thus, in that cycle was produc a public 
opinion which simply would not tolerate bad 
architecture.

The grouping of parishes, the declining Church 
membership, and the paucity of clergymen were 
the principal topics dealt with by the Bishop of 
Clonfert (the Right Rev. Dr, Sterling Berry) 
in his address at the annual meeting 
of the Synod of Clonfert and Kilmacduagh 
yesterday. 

The Synod met in the Parochia! Hall, Ballina- 
slog, and was preceded by a celebration of Holy 
Communion in St, John’s Church, conducted by 
the Bishop and the Archdeacon of Clonfert. 

The Bishop said that one important result 
followed from the grouping of parishes effected 
within the past few years. They hoped, from 
January, 1922, to inaugurate in that diocese the 
new scale of clerical stipends san ME by recent 
legislation in the General Synod: By an Act 

assed in November, 1920, the General Synod 
aid down as a minimum stipend for each in- 
cumbent £400 per annum and a free house. 

No one who had pfactical experience of the 
cost of living in recent years could regard the 
minimum in any other light than as defining 
the smallest amount upon which it was now 

sible for a clergyman to maintain himself and 

is family. A matter upon which the diocese 
might rightly congratulate itself was that it 
would be the yf diocese in Ireland to carry 
into effect the legislation in regard to clerical 
incomes. 

The maintenance of the stipend in each parish 
or union of parishes was contingent upon the 

ayment in full of parochial assessments. The 

alance remaining from grants was dangerously 
small, and henceforward each parish must rely 
on its own resources. It was essential that the 
full amount of the assessment should be made 
up every year. 
AMALGAMATION. 

Some rishes did not 
policy of amalgamation. 
stand alone, but they failed to grasp what 
standing alone involved. Whenever now a parish 
fell vacant the Board of Nomination could not 
be summoned until the Diocesan Council certi- 
fied that the minimum stipend was forthcom- 
ing. If it was not, no appointment could be 
made. A temporary arrangement was beset 
with difficulty. 

In Clonfert there were now no curate as- 
sistanis, and most incumbents had more than 
one church to serve. How, then, could those 
men undertake even temporarily to hold Service 
in that vacant parish which elected to stand 
alone, but which failed to provide the minimum 
stipend ? 

om of those parishioners might ask how it 
was that they could not have their own clergy- 
man, as in the past. That»could not be, for two 
reasons. The first was. that it was impossible 
for a man to live under existing conditions 
upon an income which was deemed sufficient 
a few years ago. The other reason was the 
small number of men who were entering the 
ministry. In England ten years ago the number 
of men who were ormain deacons was 640; 
last year it was only 158. There was 4 cor- 
responding decrease in Ireland. 


CAUSES OF DECREASE. 

There were, no doubt, different causes which 
contributed to bring that to pass, but the main 
cause was that lay folk did not encourage their 
sons to take Holy Orders. Sometimes they were 
prompted to that course by unworthy motives. 
In the Church of Ireland they wanted to make 
it impossible for any parent to feel himself 
constrained to give that advice. 

It must not be supposed that considerations 
of finance formed the only or even the chief 
reason for the grouping of parishes. The para- 
mount reason arose from the decrease in the 
Church population. According to their latest 
returns the number of Church members in that 
diocese had fallen below one thousand. 
At present there were ten clergy minis- 
tering to them. In future there would 
be only nine. It would be an inexcusable waste 
of man-power to utilise the services of a number 
of clergy greater than what is now proposed. 

He had said that their Church population was 
now under one thousand. Who could imagine 
for a moment that it was likely to remain at 
that low figure? All indications seemed to point 
to the probability of a far greater reduction be- 
fore mrhany years had passe It was a baffling 
problem; and there seemed but one possible 
solution. Large areas would have to be placed 
under the care of one clergyman. And in an 
effort that no church should be without its 
Sunday Service, lay help would have to be 
utilised. There was no reason why morning and 
evening prayer in their sparsely inhabifed 
country districts should not be conducted “by 
laymen duly authorised and licensed by the 
bishop of the diocese. Evén @pow such help 
might with advantage be employed in order to 
give the clergy a brief holiday. (Applause.) 


REPORT OF DIOCESAN COUNCIL. 


The report of the Diocesan Council, which was 
adopted, stated that during the year 1920 the 
diocese contributed £631 14s. 9d. in cash to the 
stipend fund. A sum of £1,694 15s. 9d. was 
credited to assessments. Regular stipends 
amounted to £3,188 9s. 4d., which, with grants, 
amounted to £3,815 10s. 5d. Of the bonus 

rants of £554 ls. . ld. were from 
Dosen funds and £196 from General Synod 
funds. ‘‘ Temporary-permanent ' grants total- 
ling £404 and annual grants totalling £251 had 
been received from the Representative Church 
Body.

DIOCESAN PROBLEM. 
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BISHOP OF OSSORY’S VIEWS. 


In his address to the annual meeting of the 
Ossory Diocesam Synod yesterday the ba 
(Right Rev. Dr, Day) thanked the clergy an 
laity for the warm welcome they had accorded 
him on his return to Kilkenny, where, ten years 
ago, he was curate. | 

He mferred to the deaths of the Rev. Robert 
M. Mollan, rector of Borris-in-Ossory for 35 
years; Rev. Howard Madden, rector of Mounj- 
ratheéhe Earl of Bessborough and Major Han- 
ford-Hanford, and also to the .impending de- 
narture from Kilkenny of the Rev. Canon 
Mas Clare, who has been appointed vicar of 
Broadheath, Worcester. 

The Committee appointed by the Dioeesan 
Council to consider the question of the union 
of parishes had, im most cases, an easy task, 
for some years ago, during the episcopate cf 
Dr. Bernard, several prospective unions were 
agreed upon by the Diocesan Synod, .and not 
very much remained to be done. In almost 
every case the scheme proposed by the Counz-il 
had received the approval of the parishes con- 
cerned, and would be carried into effect upon 
a vacancy taking place. 

DIOCESAN PROBLEMS. 

The question of the union of parishes led him 
to say a few words about the possible union of 
dioceses. At the Leighlin Synod he spoke of 
the close connection which exists between the 
diocese of Ossory and the diocese of “eighiin. 
The two dioceses had similar financial schemes: 
a clergyman could pass from one to the other 
without loss or disqualification. The two 
dioceses dove-tailed into one another, and they 
had united Services in St. Canice’s Cathedral. 
In the future, as the proposed unions of ‘parishes 
were carried into effect, thers would, of course, 
be fewer clergy, and consequently fewer diocesan 
synodsmen. Would it not be a great saving of 
energy and of expense, and would it not «dd to 
their efficiency, to have one Diocesan Council 
and Synod and one Diocesan Secretary for the 
two dioceses ?

MICHAELMAS TERM CASES.

Michaelmas sittings of the High Court of Jus- 
tice in Southern Ireland began yesterday: Only 
same very formal business was done, as is usual! 
on the opening, day. In the Court of Appeal 
there are six fppeals standing for judgment 
from the previous sittings, and there are in the 
list for hearing forty-five appeals. In addition 
to these there are transferred from the King’s 
Bench Division, under Section 41 of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act and Order-in-Council, 
twenty-four cases, including seventeen new trial 
motions and four “ cases stated.” In Mr. Jus- 
tice Powell's list there are thirty-three actions 
for trial. In the Rolls Court there is the 
usual average of actions. Of jury cases there 
are over fifty. Since the lst inmst., according 
to a calculation made by an officiel in the 
Courts, the number of suite started in Southern 
Ireland is 764 in the Common Law side 
and 36 in Chancery—total, 800. 

lt was stated in the Library that the 
Benchers did not consider the question of the 
future of the Law School, as it may be affected 
by partition. 


A LIFE SENTENCE. 
COURTMARTIAL TRIAL 
CHALLENGED, 

In the Kings Bench Division, before the 
Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Dodd and Mr. 

Justice Samuels, 

Mr. Wood, K.C.,, Mr. 
McGuckin (instrueted by Messrs. Shields and 
Murnaghan) appeared on behalf of Hugh 
Rodgers, of Sixmilecross, Co. Tyrone, motor- 
driver, who had obtained conditional orders 
of mandamus and certiorari to quash the 
roceedings at his trial by Courtmartial, when 
e was sentenced to penal servitude for life. 
The Aabeas corpus writ was addressed to the 
Governor of Belfagt Prison to show by what 
right he holds custody af Rodgers. The 
accused was arrested on the 20th September, 
1920, and charged with the wilful murder of 
William Mc’Dowell at Knocknagor, Co. Down, 
on the 3rd September of that year. After 
the usual preliminaries before the magistrates 
Mr. Wood's client and others were returned 
for trial at the Winter Assizes at Belfast, 
charged with the murder and the robbery of 
£1,308. The trial took place before Mr. Justice 
Pim at the Assizes, and resulted in a disagree- 
ment of the jury. The prisoners were then 
sent forward for trial at the Spring Assizes for 
Co. Down. Befere the Assizes came on the 
prisoners were taken over by the military, and 
were tried by Courtmartial at the Victoria 
Barracks, Belfast, on the 20th of last April. 
Three of the prisoners, including Mr. Wood's 
client, were found guilty.

The Chairman said that the year had 
been one of reacticn both in commodities and 
in securities, but, although something had been 
effected towards restoring the general level of 
prices nearer to that which existed before the 
war, it could not, unfortunately, be said that 
the movement had heen an entirely healthy one. 
While production ¢césts had been reduced, the 
fall bon not been such as to place the chief in- 
dustries of this coustry in a much better posi- 
tion to compete with the foreigner than they 
were twelve months ago, and the present process 
of a gradual reduction in working costs must 
continue for some time before this very essential 
position was reached. This, however, was only 
one side of the problem; the other, which was 
almost as important, being the impoverished 
condition of most of the countries which a few 
years ago ranked amongst the bank s principal 
customers. However, some progress towards 
normality had been ‘made during the year, and 
it could only be haped that the process of a 
reduction in working costs which set in some 
months ago would ‘Headily progress, and that 
with the additional aid of -tconomy, national 
and individual, the war waste from which the 
world at large was still suffering would gradually 
be made good. 

The future was difficult to forecast, but there 
were a few encouraging points to which atten- 
tion might be called, One of these was the fact 
that the stocks of goods produced on a high- 
Eo basis had been steadily reduced in many 

irections. One circumstance which might have 
an important influehce upon trade's prospects 
was t increasing ‘tendency which had been 
shown by America tp finance the requirements 
of the foreign borrower, and yet another favour. 
able point in the general trade outlook was the 
improvement in conditions recently reported 
from various parts of South America. The

He said that, in common with all 
other countries, South America: had suffered 
from the effecta of the deflation in values. 
ARGENTINA. 

In Argentina exports of foodstuffs had fallen 
off very considerably, and values had been ad 
justed to the lower) prices ruling, though the 
contraction in trade had been less apparent in 
imports. The net effect upon the “Government 
revenue, however, had been urisatisfactory, and 
it was expected that the Budget for 1922, shortly 
to be introduced, wéuld contain a raised taxa- 
tion programme, amongst the anticipated new 
imposts being one of incomes. The bank con- 
tinued to take its full part in the business 
activities of the country, ite deposits, advances, 
and cash holdings ig Argentina all showing a 
substantial increase ‘as compared with a year 
ago, while it was interesting to note that this 
bank in the year just ended took a third place 
in regard to the voiumne of drafts passed through 
the Clearing House. . Taking the figures of this 
bank and those of the British Bank of South 
America together; the combined proportion of 
the total clearings was 12.32 per cent., which 
placed their affillated institutions second only 
to the Banco de la Nacion in this respect. 

Prices of cereals had fallen very sharply 
during the year,and the same remark applied 
to meat, sugar/Wwool, butter, and hides. Th 
effect of this fall inj values had been reflected 
in exchange quotatibns- the Argentine dollar 
from a substantial premium ‘dropping to a dis- 
count as compared ‘with sterling during the 
year; but the presen} rate of 44-4-d. was above 
the lowest touched, wing partly to the recent 
loan of $50,000,000 (W.8.) issued by the Argen 
tine Government in the New York market. and 
partly to the satisfactory rainfall .in the country 
during the past few weeks, which had greatly 
improved the outlook for the crops. 

URUGUAY. 

Conditions in Urughay had been very similar 
to those in the Argeatine, the trade figures for: 
the year ended June: 30th last showing an im- 
port surplus of nearly $29,000,000, as compared 
with an export aurplus of $8,500,000 in the pre- 
montks. In the case of this 
country, also, a revision of the taxation pro- 
gramme had heen under consideration, but it 
was in abeyance for the time being, the deficit 
between revenue and expenditure having been 
temporarily. met -by the issue of a loan for 
$7,500,000 (U.S.) in the New York market. 
CHILE. i . 

Chile had been passing through a difficult 
time, owing partly to the stagnation in the 
nitrate industry, expdrte of the fertiliser having 
been practically suspended for many months 
past. The circumstance had naturally had a 
widespread effect within the country, resulting 
in unemployment and general inactivity in 
trade. ile its influence abroad might be 
gauged from the fact! that in a period of twelve 
months the exchange value of the Chilean 
dollar fell from 13d. ito the extremely low level 
of 6d. As would have been noted from recent 
Press reports, however, the deadlock in the 
nitrate industry had been removed by the 
agreement arrived ati between the Nitrate Pro- 
ducers’ Association and the Nitrate Pool, and, 
while he did not suggest that the outlook was 
entirely clear, there peemed evefy promise of a 
favourable turn in events when the present 
large stocks of nitrate had been reduced to mere 
normal figures. Thig circumstance had had a

MEXICO. 

Conditions in Mexigto during the past year had 
not altogether fulfilled the promise of twelve 
months ago. Labourjand transportation troubles 
had been very prevalent, and these had seriously 
hampered business activities, whilst the in- 
cidence of legislative measures of a _  semi- 
socialistic character, actual and proposed, had 
an unsettling effect upon the commercial com- 
munity. The oil industry, ‘in particular, had 
‘heen eingled out for attack, and as a result 
many of the large interests practicaliy suspended 
operations. He was glad to say, however, that, 

though not finally cleared up, the position 
seemed now to be rather brighter. 


EUROPE. 

In France progress towards more normal con- 
ditions had been slow, but that there had been 
some improvement ih the general situation dur- 
ing the twelve months might be gathered from 


the trade figures, agsmall export surplus being, 


reported for the six months ended June 30 last, 
as compared with an import surplus of 15,000 
million francs in 1920 and one of 25,000 million 
francs in 1919. Spain had also suffered a severe 
commercial and financial crisis during the year, 
which culminated in tlie suspension of more 
than one important Spanish banking institution. 
From the standpoint of the directors of this 
bank, one of the most important events during 
the twelve months had been the introduction of 
a very onerous system of taxation of foreign 
institutions, which he was afraid was not eal- 
culated to stimulate the movement towards 
financial and commercial recovery.

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


Unable to resist the speculative medium provided 
by the Foreign Exchanges in their present lively 
condition, it would seem that some people have 
bought remittances, and are “sitting on” the draits. 
The idea is to hold indefinitely pending a favourable 
change in the value of the currency concerned. 
There is a danger in this, seeing that a draft or 
cheque lapses after a certain period according to 
the law or usage of each individual country. Here 
it is six months, and Germany a month, and 
Belgium seven days. Jt is very necessary that 


such people should be made acquainted with their | 


position. Thus a draft presented out of legal date 
may not be met, or, at all events, there would~be 
back reference to the drawer of the cheque it 
may in some cases turn out all right, but it will 
likely be to the temporary discomfiture of the 
epeculator. 


There seem to be two expedients for speculators 
of this sort. One is to ask the seller of the draft 
if it may be renewed automatically when the legal 
period expires, and the second .is to ask the foreign 
house on which it is drawn to accept the money 
represented as a deposit it does not follow in the 
laiter event that any interest will be allowed on 
the deposit.

{t is a great pity that the questions of Mexican 
recognition and indebtedness cannot be definitely 
settled. Mexico is understood to be prospering 
internally, and may be-regarded as practically the 
only countty now working upon a metal currency, 
other nations trading on a paper basis. An early 
settlement of outstanding differences with the United 
States would bring this country and France wuto 
line, and, as a recognised Power, Mexico woald be 
able. to take her proper place in international 
alfairs. 


The annual report just published of the Southern 
Railway Company of America for the year en 
3ist December, 1920, states that the development 
service of the company is continuing its efforts to 
correct the economic error of the one-crop system 
in the South, working especially in the direction of 
securing more and better live stock, and increasing 
fruit and truck production in lecalities where there 
is promise of success in those direction’. Especial 
attention is being given to dairy development, not 
through establishments devoted exclusively or prin- 
cipally to dairying so much as encouraging the 
keeping of a few good dairy cows on each farm, 
and securing the establishment of creameries, re- 
taining the skimmed milk on the farm to be fed 
io hogs or poultry. In addition to furnishing .a 
constant source of revenue directly to the railway, 
this method, through the periodical distribution of 
cream cheques among the farmers, contributes sub- 
stantially to the general prosperity of farming 
communities. The report adds that Southern 
eweet potnioes are coming to the front as a large 
scale profitable crop. Curing them in specially 
constructed storage houses has made possible their 
warketing during the entire géar. “ We are en- 
couraging the building of these storage houses, 
and cooperating with growers to secure broader 
markets throughout the United States.”
